feller, through his son, John D. Jr., 
announced a gift of $32,000,000 worth 
of income-bearing securities to tna 
General Education board when It a»- 
sembled for a special meeting in tnto 
city. For general education purpose! 
throughout the country 13 given as 
the purpose of this donation — tne 
largest single prize ever handed out 
for such purposes. 
Mr. Rockefeller 


previously had given the board $11,- 
000,000 for the same work, his contri- 
butions now amounting to $43,000,000. 


The General Education board appar- 


ently was not prepared for this gilt, 
which was announced simply in tolB 
letter, signed by John D. Rockefeller, 
Jr.: "My father authorizes me to s»y 
that on or before April 1, 19B7, he will 
give to the General Board, income- 
bearirig'securities the present marSeif" 
value of which is about thirty-two mil- 
lion dollars ($32,000,000), one-third to 
be added to the permanent endow- 
ment of the board; two-thirds to b« 
applied to such specific objects within 
the corporate purposes of the board. 
as either he or I may from time to 
time direct, any remainder not so des- 
ignated at the death of the survivor 
to be added also the permanent en- 
dowment of the board." 


When asked what the "specific pur- 


poses" referred to in llr. Rockefeller's 
letter meant, members of the board 
said that it was in the line of educa- 
tioaal work, and was intended, in their 
opinion, to give Mr. Rockefeller the 
right to direct the disposition of the 
fund to such institutions within the 
province of the board as he may deem 
proper. The elder Mr. Rockefeller ia 
not a member of the 'board, but hia 
son is a member, and the active direc- 
tion doubtless will come from him. 
The board voted to accept the gift, and 
in appreciation drafted a letter of grat- 
itude to the elder Mr. Rockefeller. 


The members of the board who will 


•administer Mr. Rockefeller's immense 
gift include some of the best-known 
educators, financiers, publicists and 
philanthropists in the country. While 
the board was in session gifts to five 
colleges were ordered, amounting to 
$400,000, as follows: Beloit college, Be- 
loit. Wis.; Morningslde college, Sioux 
City, la.; Lafayette college, Easton, 
Pa., 3^0,000 each; Wabash 
college, 


Crawfordsville, Ind., and the Univer- 
sity of \Vooster, O., each $125,000. '

TREED AND NETTED: 


The Way Hnutera Capture the Oranff 


Oatang Alive. 


Trapping the smaller members of the 


monkey family is a comparatively easy 
matter, but the hunter -who -wishes to 
secure live specimens of the orang 
outang cannot have recourse to the 
usual methods and has to employ a 
laborious process. The process is based 
upon the fact that the orangs have a 
liking for' certain trees and frequent 
these to the exclusion of other nearby 
growths. 
They seem to regard them 


as a sanctuary and flee to them in time 
of danger. Ascertaining a tree partic- 
nlflrlv fftvorfvl 
the* hnnfor fir<3f ilivvf*^ 


his quarry -to its branches; then -while 
his beaters, keep up a din for the pur- 
pose of preventing an attempt at es- 
cape the natives are set to work to 
chop at the trees within a radius of 
fifty feet all about the siinian fortress. 
No trunk is cut completely through, 
but is left with just enough fiber to 
hold the tree in position. This work is 
quickly accomplished with the large 
corps of servants, and at a signal one 
of the trees is toppled over. The chop- 
ping has been so done that the falling 
tree carries with it its neighbor, and in 
the twinkling of an eye the trees with- 
in a radius of fifty feet from the mark- 
ed tree lie upon the ground, leaving 
the oraug outangs with no opportunity 
for getting away through their leafy 
avenues of escape. The remainder of 
the process simply consists of chopping 
down the tree of retuge and throwing 
nets over the escaping orangs, in which 
they soon become entangled in their 
efforts to throw off the incumbrance.

Martial convey the idea that their/pnb- 
lishers occasionally put out larger edi- 
tions than could be sold. In the mat- 
ter of editions de luxe, Martial writes 
that a volume of his epigrams "polished 
with pumice stone and incased in pur- 
ple may be bought at Atreetus* for 5 
denarii" (about 80 cents).—New York 
American.

Dud Clifton, employed in the paint 
shop, who is serving five years from 
Licking county for assault, was made 
happy by a peculiar accident. Cap- 
tain Lime of the guard 
room, hap- 


pened to be cleaning out his desk 
when he ran across an 
affidavit, 


which proved to be the missing rec- 
ommendation of the -prosecuting at- 
torney of Licking county for Clifton. 
It was dated November 16. 


The prosecutor's affidavit was ail 


that Clifton needed 
to satisfy 
the 


board that he is honest in his appli- 
cation. Clifton explained that he had 
given the affidavit to Robert Carmon, 
•who happened to be in charge of the 
gate on that day. 
Through careless- 


ness Mr. Carmon pla'ced the paper 
in such a place that it was not found 
by the clerk of the board of mana- 
gers and remained for two montns 
and more, without being found." 


Prosecuting 
Attorney 
Fitzgibbon 


said Friday morning that the story 
in the Dispatch was erroneous as far 
as finding any such affidavit signed 
by him, as he haH at no time recom- 
mended a pardon 
for Clifton.

The motorman says 
he was running only five miles an 
hour when the auto suddenly dashed 
in front of the car.

SAFE BLOWERS VISIT NEWARK 


BUT FAIL TO GET BOOTY 


The Safe at the P Smith's Sons Lumber Company's Office 


Withstood Two Charges of Dynamite- No Clue to 


the Persons Who Attempted the Burglary, 


The boldest attempt at safe blowing 


ever made in Newark was that of 
Thursday night in the office of the P. 
Smith's Sons Lumber Company on 
South Second street, next to the Pan- 
Handle railroad station. Two charges 
of dynamite exploded on the outside 
of the safe door demolished the-'heavy 
Jnnges and scarred up the woodwork 
inside the office, but failed to open 
the interior of the bis safe to the 
cracksmen. 


The police are mystified by the job 


and it is hard to judge whether the 
work is that of professional "ypgse- 
men," or whether a couple of stray 
"boes"' blew into town last night with 
a stick of dynamite and thought they 
would try 'their luck. There is evi- 
dence that it was professional crack s- 
men and then there are indications 
tliat it was a poor amateur -job. 


The first intimation any one had of 


the job was about half pas.1" six Fri- 
day morning when the book-keeper J. j 
Or. Hughes, opened up the office. 
A s < 


soon as the door vr,-.s 
opened, his, 


nasal organs told .him that something! 
was wrong. There was an unmistalc-j 
able smell of the dynamite in thai 
room, though at th?* time ho did not] 
suspect that any thing KO serious as 
safe blowing hart been done. 


He then noticed that the window 


curtains had been drawn and he asked 
Frank Nichols, the superintendent of 
the lumber yards, who had pulled 
•down the shades. The discovery was 
made- that the <loor leading to the rear j 
office where the safe is located was| 
pulled shut and it rssisterl all efforts j 
cf Mr. Hughes to open it. This was 
caused by the large quantity of debris 
which was blown against, the door as 
the safe stood immediately in front 
of this door. 


He finally succppflcd however, in re-_ 


moving a part 
cf 
the 
obstruction 


enough to allow -the door to be opened. 
The scene which 
met his gaz.p was 


startling-to say the least. A l?rgemim-

TIDES OF THE OCEAN. 


Regularity of the Flow and Ebb of the 


Restless Waters. 


Of all the operations of nature in 


the -whole world there are none more 
regular in their course'; than the tides 
of the ocean. 
SQ perfect is their ac- 


tion and so constant are they in their 
ebb and flow that the bis maritime 
governments are able to figure out 
the height of each and every tide for 
every day and night more than a year 
in advance for any part of the earth's 
surface. 


In most places the tides run about 


four to the twenty-four htfurs, two be- 
ing flood, when the water sweeps in 
from the sea and makes what is known 
as high water, and two being ebb, 
when it sweeps back to the ocean, leav- 
ing low water. 


Each of these tides lasts about six 


hours—that is, for five hours or more 
the waters are on the move, rushing 
in or out, and they cease for a time, 
standing quite still in some places. 


Sometimes a tide will run flood on 


the surface while it is running ebb be- 
low near the bottom. Places whore 
this happens are always likely to make 
danger spots for the mariner. 


In the majority of places the tides 


rise and fall only a few feet, but on 
shores where the banks are very steep, 
falling off abruptly into deep water, it 
often happens that the tide when it 
rises comes in so fast that it pours 
through all narrow openings in cas- 
cade-like torrents, making such things 
as the famous "bores" which may be 
seen in places like the bay of Fundy. 


In other places, again, there will be 


more or less than four tides in the 
twenty-four hours. Furthermore, there 
are localities where bardly any tidal 
action, at all can be observed. All 
these peculiarities have been studied 
and are tatoen into account nowadays 
by the observers who make up the 
tidal tables.

How k Clever Engineer Conquered a 


Mechanical Difficulty. - 


Almost every boy has built dozens 


of dams in various ways, constructing 
them across the bed of the chanuel, 
wide or narrow, to be dammed. But 
aid any boy ever thiuk of building a 
flam on end and then tipping it over? 
An inventive American engineer, Isham 
Randolph, who became famous by hia 
work on the Chicago drainage canal, 
has tried this idea ou the Niagara river 
200 yards above the Horseshoe fall and 
made a remarkable success of it. 


Of course an ordinary dam could not 


easily be built iu the fiercely racing 
currents of Niagara hurrying to plunge 
over the fall. So Mr. Randolph decided 
to build his dam ou end ou the very 
edge of the river. It was not meant to 
do more than raise the water level a 
lew inches, so as to prevent water 
scarcity in winter for the Canadian 
town of Niagara Falls -when the ico 
jam comes on. A dam seven feet or so 
high was enough and fifty feet long. 
Turned on end, this meant a column 
fifty feet high and seven feet four 
inches square. The clever engineer 
used concrete as the cheapest, easiest 
and least corrosive material. But any 
column of any material was certain to 
break in the shock of falling. How 
was that to be.provided for? 


Easily enough, the inventive builder 


argued. Up the middle of the concrete 
column, like a huge backbone, he ran 
a strong iron chain weighing about 800 
pounds. The whole column weighed 
some 200 tons. At intervals eight feet 
apart all the way up it along the laud- 
ward face wooden wedges were insert- 
ed, so that in breaking it would follow 
these lines and break into regular 
blocks, held together by the chain. The 
plan was audacious, but entirely prac- 
tical—a true "Yankee notion." On Nov. 
9, 1905, the finished dam was sent fly- 
ing over by three hydraulic- jacks. 
Amid the breathless interest of a large 
crowd of spectators the concrete col- 
umn fell, splashed and settled. When 
splash and spray subsided there it 
stretched, broken 
at the

points, tilted a trifle irregularly in the 
middle, where the .river bed was high- 
er, but quite effectual. The depth of 
water increased ten inches at ouce. 
The "obelisk dam" was a success.—

A few gentlemen may be accommodated 


with board ana lodging at this pleasant 
and healthy situation, a few doors from 
the state prison. 
The Greenwich stage 


passes from this to the federal hall and 
returns five times a. day. 


The prisoners were transferred to 


Sing Sing in 182S, and the property 
was sold the next year.—New York 
Press.

John I>avy was born 
near Exeter in 17T>. At thp age of sis 
he evinc'od a pas<;:>n f.>;• um^ie. which 
he sought every iu«iai!s of gratifying. 
He was in want of a musical iustru- 


! inent and dci<-ruv:'.c,l ••> icoviilo him- 
' self witii out- of IMWOV.M- rou^h ii na- 
ture. 
So from :i neighboring smithy 


he purloined twenty to thirty horse- 
shoes. From tht-se he selected as many 
as formed a complete octave and, huv- 
lii^ ^a^pL-iiticvi ui-.-iu m an U|>}tcL ruoin, 
amused hi:i!se!f 
by imitating upon 


them the chimes of the neighboring 
church of Crt-diton. 


By these and other means he obtain- 


ed a knowledge of music which some 
thirty years later enabled him to pro- 
duce many dramatic pieces and such 
songs as "Just Like Love," "The Death 
of the Smuggler" and "The Bay of 
Biscay," only the last of which bas re- 
mained popular. 


After twenty years' work in London 


Davy died in St. Martin's lane m 1824.
